Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  and  vital  statistics  for  the  District  for  the  year  1955. 

During  the  year  Dr.  F.  L.  Groarke  was  appointed  as 
Area  Medical  Officer  and  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  Barking 
and  left  on  September  30th.  From  this  date  until  January  1st, 
the  Council  were  most  fortunate  in  having  the  services  of  Dr. 
W.  A.  Bullough,  who  until  his  retirement  was  the  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  Essex.  I commenced  my  appoint- 
ment on  January  1st.  1956. 

Another  change  in  the  Department  occurred  in  the  post 
of  Sanitary  Inspector.  Mr.  R.  Boast  terminated  his  appoint- 
ment on  17th  March,  1955  and  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  ].  Colvin. 

The  notable  feature  of  statistics  is  the  increase  in  the 
live  birth  rate,  from  8.0  in  1954  to  11.13  this  year. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  poliomyelitis  epidemic 
which  stuck  the  district  in  1954  was  not  repeated  in  1955.  In 
all  only  ten  cases  were  notified  of  which  six  were  confirmed 
cases. 


No  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified  in 
comparison  with  43  in  1954. 

I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  recording  my 
appreciation  to  the  staff  in  helping  to  prepare  this  Report  and 
to  the  members  of  the  Council  for  their  co-operation

MIDWIVES  AND  HOME  NURSING. 

It  is  a duty  of  the  Local  Health  Authority  to  provide 
domiciliary  midwives,  and  nurses  to  attend  persons  who  requin- 
nursing  in  their  own  homes.  For  this  purpose  a District  Nurse 
Midwife  is  employed  in  the  Urban  District. 

CLINIC  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

WATER  SUPPLIES. 

An  adequate  and  satisfactory  water  supply  has  been 
maintained  throughout  the  year.  Some  anxiety  about  a slight 
increase  in  the  saline  content  of  the  water  from  the  Lower  Park 
Road  borehole  led  to  a special  investigation.  Arising  from 
this  a report  was  received  assuring  the  Council  that  although  a 
slight  increase  in  the  saline  content  was  taking  place  there  was 
no  danger.  The  rate  of  increase  was  such  that  it  would  be  many 
years  before  the  saline  content  made  water  unusable. 

The  shallow  well  at  the  Church  Road  Waterworks  continues 
to  provide  water  of  a wholesome  standard.  Some  improvements 
in  pressure  to  the  Chapel  Road  Housing  Estate  has  been 
experienced  since  the  four  inch  main  round  Back  Road  has 
been  in  commission.

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SWIMMING  POOL 


The  District  Council  provide  an  open-air  Swimming  Pool 
on  the  Western  Promenade.  This  Pool  is  operated  on  the  “ fill 
and  empty  ” principle,  operation  coinciding  with  the  spring 
tides.  Although  the  holding  period  of  the  water  is  a good  deal 
Ion  er  than  desirable  the  Pool  is  of  very  large  dimensions  with 
subsequent  dilution  of  any  polluted  matter  entering  the  Pool. 
During  periods  of  heavy  use  chlorine  is  added  by  hand  to  the 
water. 

During  the  year  considerable  difficulties  were  experienced 
with  the  growth  of  a fine  weed  in  the  Pool  during  very  warm 
weather,  but  by  a constant  addition  of  chlorine  this  nuisance 
was  abated  and  satisfactory  bathing  conditions  maintained. 

To  permit  a more  rapid  change  of  the  bathing  water  the 
Council  are  extending  the  Pool  Suction  Pump  considerably 
below  the  high  water  mark.  These  proposals  should  p»!rmit  a 
more  frequent  changing  of  the  water  with  subsequent  improve- 
ment in  bathing  conditions.

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  town  sewers  continued  to  function  through  the  year 
without  any  serious  break  down.  Surcharging  of  the  sewers  in 
the  lower  pait  of  the  town  was  absent  this  year  due  no  doubt 
to  the  fairly  dry  weather  experienced.  The  danger  of  sur- 
charging is  likely  to  arise  more  often  as  further  surface  water 
connections  are  made,  the  sewerage  system  being  designed  on  a 
combined  principle  throughout  the  town.  While  legally  it  may 
not  be  possible  to  prevent  surface  water  connections  to  the 
sewer  when  new  buildings  are  erected,  it  is  suggested  that 
builders  be  asked  to  discharge  roof  and  surface  water  to  soak- 
aways  wherever  sub  soil  permits  this  practice.  Such  arrange- 
ments will  considerably  reduce  a further  load  on  the  sewerage 
system 

The  main  Sewerage  Works  for  the  town  works  on  a partial- 
treatment  basis  with  storage  of  effluent  during  the  hours  when 
discharge  in  the  river  estuary  is  ncft  permitted.  The  partial- 
treatment  consist  of  a detritus  tank,  a rough  screening, 
sedimentation  followed  by  a fine  screening.  No  biological 
treatment  is  carried  out  at  the  Works. 

During  periods  of  dry  weather  the  works  operate  fairly 
satisfactory  and  produce  an  effluent  suitable  for  discharging  into 
the  tidal  estuary.  During  periods  of  wet  weather,  however,  the 
storm  overflow  operates  at  considerably  below  six  times  the  dry 
weather  flow  with  consequent  pollution  of  the  Fleet,  into  which 
the  overflows  discharge. 

The  sewerage  effluent  storage  tanks  are  also  considerably 
below  the  capacity  to  cope  with  pre.sent  day  requirements 
particularly  in  wet  weather  with  consequent  overflowing  into 
the  Fleet,  this  however,  is  not  of  an  objectionable  nature. 

The  storage  and  disposal  of  sludge  is  becoming  increasingly 
difficult,  the  present  sludge  beds  being  completely  inadequate  in 
size.  Work  is  in  hand  to  prevent  the  discharge  of  crude  sewage 
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over  the  primary  storm  overflow  during  periods  of  moderate 
storms.  To  adequately  deal  with  the  overflow  from  the  storage 
tanks  considerable  expansion  of  the  storage  facilities  are 
required.  In  view  of  the  age  of  the  Works  it  is  not  considered 
that  work  of  the  nature  will  be  worthwhile. 

Generally  the  Works  at  present  are  seriously  overloaded 
but  during  periods  of  moderate  rainfall  provide  a standard  of 
sewage  treatment  far  higher  than  that  provided  by  the  majority 
of  coastal  towns. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE. 

The  cleansing  service  of  the  town  has  been  maintained 
satisfactorily  through  the  year,  refuse  tipping  in  the  winter  being 
concentrated  on  low  areas  of  the  Western  Promenade.  This 
policy,  together  with  proper  sealing  of  refuse  is  bringing  into 
use  land  which  was  too  low  to  drain  satisfactorily. 

The  main  tipping  adjacent  to  the  Sewerage  Works  is  not 
proceeding  quite  so  satisfactorily.  Indiscrimative  tipping  over 
a number  of  years  has  resulted  in  the  working  face  becoming 
too  high  with  subsequent  difficulties  in  sealing  off  the  refuse. 
Proposals  have  been  made  by  the  Council  to  deal  with  these 
problems  by  using  a bulldozer  on  the  tip.  The  Council  are  also 
considering  establishing  an  additional  refuse  tip  in  a more 
suitable  place. 

During  the  year  74  tons  of  waste  paper  were  sold  for  the 
sum  of  £555,  compared  with  69  tons  sold  for  £421  in  1954. 


STREET  GULLIES. 

The  cleansing  of  highways  has  also  been  maintained 
satisfactorily  during  the  year,  responsibility  of  classified  roads 
now  lying  with  the  District  Council. 

The  cleansing  of  street  gullie;  have  been  carried  out  by 
hand  and  shortage  of  labour  has  resulted  in  some  short  comings 
in  this  work  with  subsequent  complaints  from  the  public.  The 
Council  have  approved  in  principle  cleansing  by  machinery 
which  will  be  shortly  put  into  practice.

Complaints  of  house  defects  have  been  dealt  with  as  received,  and  routine 
inspections  of  older  houses  have  been  carried  out  whenever  time'  has  been 
available.  Routine  inspections  of  post-v  ar  Council  Houses  were  also  carried 
out  to  ensure  cleanliness  and  for  a detection  of  defects.

POLIOMYELITIS. 

Ten  cases  of  this  disease  notified,  of  these  ten  cases  four  were  admitted  to 
hospital  and  were  diagnosed  as  suffering  from  another  illness.
